ERECTION OF BERKS COUNTY. 



A petition was presented to the General Assembly, 
February 4tli, 1752, asking an Act to erect a Comity 
to be c^led Berks ; population about seven thousand. 
The Town of Reading had, at the time, 378 inhabitants. 
By Act of March 11th, 1762, the County was erected 
under the Honorable James Hamilton, Governor of 
Pennsylvania. By the same Act, Edward Scull, Ben- 
jamin lightfoot and Thomas Cookson were appointed 
to run the Couni^ line, taken partly fi*om Philadel- 
phia, Chester and LaiiGaster coimties. Alsace, Exeter, 
Amity, Albany, Oley, flereford, Douglass and Cole- 
brookdale townships were taken firom Philadelphia 
county; Union township from Chester county, and 
CaBmarvon, Robeson, Tulpehoccon, Heidelberg, Beth- 
el, Bern and Cumru towndiips from Lancaster coimty j 
which were all the jKm|ishi|)|; of B^k^^cnlnty at the (

The officers elected at the General Elections^ or 
appointed in the latter part of the year, will be the 
officers given for the succeeding year. For instance : 
the member elected for Congress in October, 1858, will 
be the member for the year 1859 ; and so with aU the 
other officers — with this exception, however : for the 
officers given for the year 1752, because the Judges 
residing in the county and holding commissions, acted 
aa such, ^nd the Clerks of the different Courte were 
early appointed. There was process issued in the 
month oi August, and the Commissioners elected met 
and transacted business on the 13th October. The first 
Deed was recorded November 17th, 1752 ; the Will 
of Thomas Lloyd was probated November 29th, 1752, 
and the first Court held at Beading in November of 
the same year. 

The following will show the manner in which the 
different offices have been established and filled firom 
time to time : 

OONaRESS, 
Or Members of the Hoiue of Bepreeentattyea of fche United States. 

This office was created by the Constitution of the 
United States, ratified at Philadelphia, September 
17th, 1787. The first Congress convened March 4th, 
1789. They are elected for two years. Berks, Leba- 
non and Dauphin has heretofore formed a Congres- 
sional District, and elected two members. Only the 
member for Berks is given. Berks county has for a 
long time been a separate District, and elects one mem- 
ber. In 1820, Joseph Hiester, being a member, was 
elected Governor of Pennsylvania, and resigned his seat. 
By specfal ,election, held 26th December, Ludwig 
Worman was elected to serve to 4th March, 1821, by

a majority of 67 votes ; lie was also elected in October, 
for two years. In 1838, Henry A. Muhlenberg havr 
ing resigned, by election held in March, Gkorge M, 
Keim was elected. January 10th, 1854, Henry A. 
Muhlenberg, the younger, a member for Berks, died 
at Washington, fey special election, held January 
31st, J. Glancy Jones was elected. In October, 1858, 
J. Glancy Jones resigned his seat By special elec- 
tion, held November 30th, William H. Keim was 
elected to Sferve to 4th March, 1859. 

SENATE. 

This office was created by the Constitution of 1790 ; 
Senators were first elected in October, 1790, for four 
years. After the Constitution of 1837-8, they were 
elected for three years. From 1790 to 1808, Berks and 
Dauphin constituted a Senatorial District, and elected 
two members; from 1808 to 1812, Berks alone a 
District, with two members; from .1812 to 1836, 
Berks and Schuylkill a District, with two members ; 
after 1836, Berks alone a District, and elects one 
Senator. 

ASSEMBLY, 
Or Uembdra of the House of BepreteatatlTes of BmniylTAnU, 

Have been annually elected from the formation of the 
Government, under William Penn, to the present day. 
From 1752 to 1771, Berks elected one member; from 
1771 to 1776, two; from 1776 to 1781, four; from 
1781 to 1786, six; from 1786 to 1812, five; from 
1812 to 1829, Berks and Schuylkill formed a District, 
with five members ; from 1829, Berks has been a Dis- 
trict, with four members, except in 1829, only three ; 
from 1867, she elects three. Before 1839, the Legis* 
Jature met from October to December ; ^nce 1839, it 
.meets on the first Tuesday of January. 
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OFFICERS OF BERKS COUNTY. 



JUDGES. 

By Act of 22d May, 1722, a competent number of 
persons shall be commissioned by the Grovemor, to be 
Justices of tbe County Courts during good behavior ; 
no number being specified, therefore there were some 
years more than others. It appears they all had equal 
powers. By Act of 13th April, 1791, President 
Judges were appointed, and not fewer thaa three, nor 
more than four Associate Judges in each county. By 
Act of 24th February, 1806, if a vacancy shall hap- 
pen in any county by death, resignation or removal of 
any Associate Judge, the Governor shall not supply 
the same, unless the number be less than two. From 
and after 1810, there were only two Associate Judges 
in Berks oouniy. By the Constitution of 1837-8, 
President Judges were conmiissioned for ten years and 
Associates for five. By Act of 15th April, 1851, 
President and Associates were made elective ; the for- 
mer for ten years, and the latter fof five years. First 
election, October, 1851. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

By Act of 3d May, 1850, this ofllcer is made elec- 
tive for three years. Before that time, they were ap- 
pointed by the Attorney General. It appears there 
were no appointments in Berks county prior to 1789. 

SHERIFF. 

This office is as old as the Government of Pennsyl- 
vania; is elected for three years, and enters on the 
duties of office immediately after election, and at 
present cannot be re-elected* 

OORONEB- 

This officer is first found in Berks in 1784, and was 
elected annually until 1790, since when he is elected 
every three years.

PBOTHONOTABY; BEOISTEB, BEOOBDEB; OLEBK OF 
OBPHANS' AND OENEBAL QUABTEB SESSIONS OF 
THE Pl^OE. 

These officers were appointed by tlie Governor until 
1839; since when they are elected for three years. 

TBEASUBEB. 

The County Treasurer has been appointed by the 
County Commissioners annually. From 1841, he is 
elected for two years, and of late may be re-elected. 

OOMMISSIONEBS. 

The Board of Commissioners consists of three ; one 
is elected annually to serve three years. 

DIBEC5T0BS OF THE POOB. 

By Act of Assembly, March 29th, 1824, to pro- 
vide for the erection of a house for the employment 
and support of the Poor in the county of Berks; by 
said Act seven Directors were appointed. At next 
election three were elected : one for one year, one for 
two years, one for three years ; after wMoh, one was 
elected annually, for three years. 

STEWABD. 

The Steward of the House of Employment is ap- 
pointed annually by the Directors. The first appoint- 
ment was made in 1826. 

AUDITOBS 

Were first appointed by ihe Court of Common Pleas, 
in 1797. From 1809 to 1814, three were elected an- 
nually, for one year. In 1814, three were elected : 
one for one year, one for two years, jone for three 
years ; after that, one each year, to serve three years. 
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OFFIOEBS OF BSRKS OOUNTT. 



COUNTY SURVEYOR. 

This officer was first appointed for Berks county 
April 5th, 1800, by the Surveyor General, under the 
title of Deputy Surveyor. From 1835, two were ap- 
pointed ; from 1850, one is elected every three years, 
under the title of County Surveyor. 

MEROANTILE APPJLAISER 

Is annually, on tlie first Monday of January, appointed 
by the County Commissioners, since 1854. 

8EALBR OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

This officer is appointed by the Governor, for three 
years. First appointment in 1852. 

COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON SCHOOLS. 

This officer is elected every three years, by the 
School Directors of the county, who meet at Eeading 
for that purpose, in tJie month of June every third 
year. The first election took place in June, 1854. 



The votes polled in Berks county for the different 
candidates at the Presidential and Governors' elec- 
tions, will be given on the page of the year wherein 
the elections took place. It may seem strange to the 
reader that the votes polled at the Presidential elec- 
tions prior to the year 1844, were much smaller than 
at the Governors' elections of the same period, but it 
was nevertheless the case; and not only in Berks 
county, but in the State of Pennsylvania; but* from 
and after that period, the vote has been larger. The 
vote of the State wUl here be given ; in some years 
wherein both elections took plaice. In 1796, at the
